HYDROGRAPHIC NOTICE. 
(Superseding all previous Hydrographic Netiecs.) 
BAY OF BENGAL.—COAST OF ORISSA. 


‘The following information, resulting from a recent survey‘of False Point Harbour, 
has been furnished by the Deputy Conservator to the Calcutta Port Trust, in the Bengal 
Government steamer Undaun/ed in January 1886. 


[ All Bearings are Magnetic. Variation 2° 40” EB. in 1886.] 
FALSE POINT HARBOUR is formed by the Island of Dowdeswell (called Nurrea 


Banga Nasa), which is merely a sand cay with short jungle and coarse grass extending 
ina North and N. W, direction; the extreme Northerly point of dry land is now 66 miles 
N. N.E, of the Light-house, and consists of a few broken pieces of land formed into 
islands with very low jungle upon them, c 

Keppie Hnan bas been entirely washed away during the eyclone of September 1885, 
but the sand spit which formerly existed has gone further’ seaward. 

Hooxry Toutan, the smal! location on the inner side of Dowdeswell Island where 
the Port Officer aud Custom House Officers resided, has been entirely washed away, 
and there is now only the Refuge-house and a few cocoanut-trees left standing. 

‘Tne Rercau-novss is painted while, and can be easily distinguished from seaward, 

Tux ovren coasr-ttxz extends two miles East from the Light-house, and consists 
of low islands covered with jungle. ‘The shape of these Islands are continually changing 
on account of the alteration in the mouth of the Mahanddi river; but they trend gradually 
round until they meet Dowdesweill Island. % 

The water is stecp-to, except off the mouth of the Mahanédi river, where the bar 
extends about one mile seaward, and in-Easterly gales a very heavy surf gets up right 
along this beach, 

‘ae Inver Coast-t1xe of the bay—extending-fram False Point Light-house to Bakood 
Creck, embracing what was formerly known as Plowden Island, past the entrance to 
Jumboo river and towards Temple Point—is formed of high, dense jungle fringed deeply 
with mangroves and extensive mud flats. ; eee 

From Tewple Point to the South Baroni river the land is low and covered with coarse 
grass and scrub, interspersed here and there with thick jungle and mangrove swamps; 
the foreshore is fringed deeply with sand which forms the high-water line, Saas 

Junnoo xocarion was built in 1876, and consists of a Telegraph office, Public Works 
Department bungalow, and a Custom’s warehouse ; it is situated on the left bauk of the 
Soonta creek, and shows well up from the anchorage. The Port Officer and the Oustoms 
authorities, since Hookey Tollah has been washed away, reside there, %, spall i 
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Parse Porn Licttr-novse, situated in latitude 20° 19’ 20’ N., longitude 86° 44’ 
?\ FE. on a sand hill surrounded with jungle, is a laterite masonry tower of reddish colour 
with a lorge ten-pointed whide star in the centre facing South-ast ; it exhibits at 126 feet 
have the level of high-water an oceulling white dioptric light of the first order, obscured 
ur seconds ouce in every bulf minute, and illuminating an are of 200°, viz, from S. 8. W, 
through ‘West and North to N. K. $ N. The light is visible in clear weather from 
a distance of 19 miles. - 
The light was first’ exhibited in the year 1838, but the present first class dioptric light 
was exhibited in 1880, and converted into an oeculting light in 1884, . 


Cavtion.—During the months from December till March fog banks and mist occa 
sionally rise on the land and materially interfere with the brilliancy of the light, and in 
some instances causes it to show a deep red colour, or disappear as if suddenly extinguished, 
Vessels cannot, therefore, during these months be too cautious when closing the land iu 
the vicinity of the light, and should keep the lead going frequently. 

A very good guide, when closing the land and the light not seen, is to. carefully examine 
the nature of the bottom, and immediately the navigator finds sand mixed with mud the vessel's 
head should be put off shore and wait for daylight. 

Tur storm-wave of the 22ud September 1885 rose at the Light-house 146 feet above 
the mean sea level, or 19'7 feet above low-water; a stone has becu let into the ground 
to mark the spot. 


Beacons ano consprcvous | Manks.—The, principal beacon on the North part of 
Dowdeswoll Island.is an ivon tripod, surmounted with a dlack ball, 40 fect in height, 
situated 66 miles N. N. BP. from False Point Isight-house, but seaward of this the sand 
at low-water extends ina N, W. } W. direction for about 800 yards, and will probably 
still keep extending. A smail iron deacon, surmounted with a cross, is placed N. 45° W., 
565 yards from the éripod, and with the two in line makes a good anchorage mark for 
deep vessels. 

Three quarters of a mile within Temple Point, or the West shore of tho bay, is a 
remarkable tree, the highest in its vicinity, and known as Templestree, with a pole and tack 
basket projecting from its top, which bears from Dowdeswell Islaud tripod W. 4 S., distaut 
about 4 miles. 

‘The only mark of importance on the Southern shore is Prince Arthur’s beacon, situated 
on the sand hills off Prince Arthur’s Point, Dowdeswell Island ; it consists of a pole and 
cage, painted white, and bears from Dowdeswell tripod 8 4 B., distant 2,7, miles, 


Buors.—Fairway buoy, black and white chequered, with staff and white cage lies 
in 44 fathoms at lowest low-water spring tides with Temple-tree bearing W. S. W. and 
Dowdeswell tripod S. 4 W., distant 14 miles, 

Ovrer Wester nioy, a black conical buoy with staff and black cage, lies in 18 feet, 
N.W.2N., 7 cables from the tripod, and indicates the Western side of the Fairway 
channel. 


Srrr_pvoy, red can buoy, surmounted with a spire and red cage, lies off Roddie 
Point in 21 feet, N,N. W. $ W. from Dowdeswell tripod and indicates the extreme North 
spit of sand, and also marks the Kastern side of the Fairway channel. 

A small red nun buoy, about one cable to the W. 8. W, of the spit buoy, marks the 
extreme shoal water off the apex of the sand at Reddie Head. 


Four buoys denote the boundary of the Inner anchoraye; on the Western limit two 
black buoys, and on the Hastern limit two red buoys; each buoy lies in about 12 feet at 
lowest low-water. ; 


Ancnonage.—The Outer anchorage, for vessels making a short stay, is Tripod deacon 
and Crosy beacon in line bearing 8. E., in 4 fathoms, and shout midway between the 
Outer Western buoy and the small red nun buoy off the spit of Reddie Head. 

For the Inner anchorage vessels can take up any position between the buoys marking 
the channel. 


‘Tives.—It is high-water, full and change, at the Jnner anchorage off Hookey Tollah 
at 1X hours 15 winutes ; ordinary springs rise 7 feet and neaps 4 feet. ‘The range of tide, 
however, is much affected by the fresh water out of the numerous creeks, aud also by the 
prevailing winds; the best or highest tides occur during the N. B. monsoon, and the’ least 
or lowest tides in the month of May. The tidal streams within the harbour set fairly 
through the several channels, and at springs average a velocity of 2 knots an hour, 
After heavy rains, when the freshets come down the Bakood aud Jumboo rivers, the eb) 
stream, which rons out round Reddie Head and past the red spire buoy, is very swift, some- 
times attaining a rate of 4 or 5 kuots an hour, 

"At half a mile outside and Eastward of Reddie Point the flood stream sets to North ; 
at the Fairway buoy to N, W., whilst midway between the buoy and Reddie Point, it sets 
to W. 8. W. Great attention, therefore, is necessary in entering the port on a flood tide, as 
‘in the directions which are given further on. 
In the offing the flood sets to N. i. the edd to 8. W., at the rate of about one knot 
‘but the velocity is much influenced by the prevailing wind, so thatthe flood 
1¢ by the ocean current) in the S. W, monsoon attains sometimes a speed 






























Sverstts, maps, &.—Good water ean be procured at the Canal Look al 
up the Jumboo river by using the vesscls’ boats, Firewood is plentiful and cheap, 


Provisions are scarce and expensive; sheep, vegetables, &e., can be obtained from 
Katal, and from villages within a radius of 20 miles; but it better to obtain all prota 
sions and live-stock from Calcutta by means of the weekly British India steamers. _ 

False Point is the most important harbour of Katak and the Orissa district ; the 
exports are chiefly rice, tiorns, hides aud oil-seeds, the value of which for the year 1884-85 
amounted to Rs, 26,31,456. 

‘The value of imports, the principal of which were cotton twist, piece-goods, metal 
opium, liquor, and gunnys, was for the same period Rs, $,29,087. 


Small comfortable steamers belonging to Messrs, Bulloch & Co. meet all the British 
India vessels, and convey passengers anj cargo to Katak through the canal at very 
moderate rat 


Dinecrioxs —Vessels from the Southward, bound to Falee Point Outer anchorage in 
the S. W. monsoon, on approaching the Light-house, should not shoal into less than 10 
fathoms. When the Light-house bears N. W,, distant 44 miles, in soundings of 10 fathoms 
olive mud bottom, alter course to N,N. F., for about 7 miics, or until the tripod on Dow- 
deswell Island bears N. W. $ W. Thence a N. W, by N. course for about $4 miles will place 
fa vessel in about 7 fathoms mud, one mile off shore, with Dowdeswell tripod bearing South- 
ward of West. Haul in graduully until Temple-tree, the Jumboo location buildings and 
flagstaff, on the West shore of the bay, are well open to the Northward of Dowdeswell Island 
and anchor as convenient, . * 


If proceeding to the Inner anchorage, pasa westward of the red spire buoy, off Reddie 
Point (taking care to guard against an eddy, extending from the pitch of the’ point to the 
8-fathom line), and steer up the harbor, being guided by the buoye, to the required anchdr= 
age. It should be observed that with a strong flood-stream (which will reveal itself by drift- 
ing a vessel rapidly to the Northward) it will be found best to steer in on a Southerly course, 
bringing the vessel's head through the 8, E. quadrant to East and N. E., so as to breast the 
tide before anchoring. Instances have occurred of steamers steering in towards eddie Point, 
and attempting to turn to starboard, or through S. W. and N, W. on the flood-tide ; thus 
they were rapidly swept across (see tides) the channel to the Westward, and grounded in the 
shoal water extending from Temple Point. 


From abreast Hookey Tollah, boat channels, winding through mud banks. and partially 
buoyed, lead to the Bakood and Jumboo creeks. ‘There is also a channel available for boats, 
through mud flats aud mangrove, Jeading to False Point Light-house, the banks on either 
side being marked with stakes. 

Bounpantes or THE ront.—On the North.—A linc drawn from Temple-tree through, 
and beyoud the Fairway buoy to mect the Eastern limit. 

On the South—aA line drawn from Prince Arthur beacon on the South side of Dow- 
deswell Island to Black Point beacon (entrance to Jumboo river). 

On the East,—A line drawn from Prince Arthur beacon (on the South side of Dow- 
deswell Island) through and beyoud the tripod beacon on Dowdeswell Island to meet the 
North limit. 

On the West.—The right bank of the Jumboo river as far Northward as the Canal Lock. 
and thence iu a line to Temple-trev, mcluciug the river aud creck bauks, to within 50 yards

1st—To receive applications and grant permits, printed in the prescribed form 
for the use of water under sections 74, 78, and 77 of the Irrigation Act. 


2nd—Subject to the instructions 6f the canal officers to distribute, under the 
provisions of section 76, the water-supply allotted to his sub-district, 


8rd—To recover and credit to Government the water-rates, 


4th—To superintend and maintain such establishment as may be found necessary 
for the assessment and collection of water-rates within his sub-district. 


8. Canal Managers have no power under Parts III,1V, and V of the Act; and ail 
claims to remission under section 76 of Part VI should be referred to tke canal efficer or 
is assistant for disposal. Complaiuts regarding unauthorised use of canal water under 
sections 79,.80, and 81 are alsn to be referred to the canal officer or Collector for decision, 
All proceedings connected with the recovery of water-rates by distraint or other compulsory 
process will be undertaken by the Collector. 

9. Avy Manager desiring the construction of a temporary dam across the Roopan 
Chap Sot ross the bed of the Daba, Gandaki, Dhanai, or Gangri rivers must prefer 
a written application to the canal officer; speciying the object of the work and the length 
of time for which it is required. It will be at the discretion of the canal officer to reject the 
application or to grant it on such conditions as he may thiak fit, one of the conditions being 
the power reserved to the canal officer of cutting the bund, if it should ever appear to him in 
the public interests necessary to do so. 

Provided, however, that no such dam shall be constructed without due provision being 
made, by means of a proper escape channel, for the supply to the guarantor or guarantors, 
on the same river below such dam, of the share of water to which he or they may be eutitled 
under the decision of the canal officer. 

10. Any person other than a Manager who may desire to construct a temporary dam 
across the bed of any of the rivers mentioned in the last rule must prefer his application to 
the Canal Manager in charge of the sub-district in which the site of the proposed dam lies.

11, Any person, whether he be a Canal Manager or not, who constructs a dam across 
any of the river beds referred to in rule 9, without having first obtained the written 
permission of the canal officer, or who, after the construction of au authorized dam, docs 
or abets the doing of any act to impede the free flow of water through tne escape channel 
provided for such dam, will be liable to prosecution under section 93, Act LIL (B.C,) of 1876, 
Chapter XVII of the Indian Penal Code, or otherwise as may seem proper to the Collector.

It shall 
be the duty of the canal officer to report fully on the matter to the Collector, giving his 
own opinion as to whether the application ‘should be allowed or rejected, provided that before 
reporting in favour of allowing an applicant to become a joint owner, the canal officer shall 
issue a notice vpow the registered owner or owners, and take into consideration any objec+ 
tions which they may prefer. The Collector, on receipt of the proceedings may, after holding 
‘a further enquiry, if he thinks it to be necessary, pass an order (a)—rejecting the application, 
or (4) directing that the applicant shall be registered as a joiat owner on payment of a speci- 
fied sum to the registered owner or owners.

Any person infringing this rnle will, with 
the consent in writing of the Collector (but not otherwise), be charged double the ordivary 
rates for the water used without authority or wasted, and will, in addition, be liable, on pro- 
secution by the Collector ur canal officer, to the penalty provided by section 93 of Act LIT 
(B.C.) of 1876, or by any other law under which his offence may come. The charge in such 
cases will, as a rule, be laid by the Caval Manager by the submission to the canal officer or 
Collector of an “ Unauthorized Irrigation Uertificate.” See (Appendix C.) 

19. ‘The privileges of guarantors are as follows :— 














(1) A prior clsim to a supply of water for irrigation and manufacture during the 
continuauce of their guarantee, 


(2) The right to use water for manufacturing purposes free of charge. 





+ 20, Any person may apply to the Collector to become a guarantor, If the Colleétor 

accept the application, which, at his discretion, he may or may not do, he shall proceed, in 
commuuication with the canal officer, to determine Whether the new guarantee shall be 
utilized towards extending the canals, providing distributaries or embaukments, or towards 
roducmg the responsibility of any of the original guarantors, If the original guarantor 
(witiin whose sub-district the applicant’s property or interest is situated) claims a reduction 
in his guarantee, aud can at the same time show that the applicatim of the new guarantor 
towards an extension of the eanal would operate to reduce his collections below the amount 
of his guarantee, his claims to have his guarantee reduced shall be considered: otherwise 
the wew guarantee may be-applied towards extending the canals, and an area sorrespinding 
to the applicant’s property or interests be marked off to him, within which he shall 
exercise the rights aud privileges now exercised in their sub-districis by the guarantors 
mentioned in paragraph 6 of these rules. 

If the applicant’s interest or property be not situated within any sub-district, as 
specified in paragraph 6, then the Collector shall apply the guarantee towards extending 
the benefits of the canal system, 

21. The irrigation year will commence on the Ist Avril; and as soon as possible after 
the irrigation of auy land hax been completed or the manufacture of indigo (by a person 
other than the Canal Manager) has been concluded, the Canal Manager shall present the 

sons who used the water with bills for water-rate (in a form approved by Government), 

sed upon the actual area irrigated or the outturn of indigo manutactured. If these: bil 
are not paid—(«) in the case of indigo manufacture within one mon‘h after presentation, 
(6) in the case of rubbi crops by the Ist March, (c) in the case of other crops 3 
sone month after the crop irrigated bas been cut, the Caual Manoger shall, without y 
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7 
submit/a list’ of suéh unpaid tills to the Collector, who will put in force the powers vested 
in him for the recovery of the amount due in accordance with sections 83, 84, and 85 of 
the Indian Irrigation Act. Such list must. be supported by the counterfoils of the bills 
prepared by the Manager, as well as by his personal certificate, that he has satisfied himself 
of the justness of the claims; and in the case of unauthorized irrigation, by the “ Unautho- 
rized Irrigation Certificates” (Appendix C) required by rule 18. 

22, "Phe sums thus recovered by the Collector will be placed in his (the Collector's) 
accounts to the credit of the Cana Manager as a set-Off against the amount due from 
him under his guarantee for the year during which such recoveries are made, The Canal 
Manager will be entitled to a commission of 20 per cent, on all recoveries (over and above 
the amount of his guarantee), made either by himselfwr by the Collector on lists. subinitted 
on or before the 31st March. Sums due on this account will not be shown by the Manager 
in his accounts, but will be paid to him by cheque after the adjustmeut by the Cullector 
of the year’s accounts. No percentage allowance will be granted to the Manager in respect 
of recoveries made by the Collector on lists submitted later than the Sist arch, althouzh 
the amount of such recoveries will, as stated above, be credited to him as an assct agaiust the 
amount of his guarantee. 

23. For water used by a Manager for the irrigation of his own lands, he will be ebarged 
at the ordinary rate of Re 1 per acre (or 12 annas per bigha), and for sums due on this 
account he will not be entitled to any commission allowance. 

24, Yt will be tho duty of Canal Managers— 


1st—To see that all permits for the use of water be issued in the prescribed form, 
and a copy be kept in counterfoil in books supplied for the purpos 

Qnd—That copies of bills presented for payment be kept in the counter‘oils sup- 
plied, for reeord. i 

Srd—That a eash-book of all receipts of water-rates be kept in form supplied for 
the purpose. 

4th—That for all cash received receipts be granted in the form supplied by the 
canal officer, which will be kept in counterfoil. 

5th—That all cash received be paid montily into the sub-divisional or district 
treasury, and that the treasury receipts be filed with the cash-buuk as 
vouchers, 

6th—To submit such returns as may be required from time to time by the 
Collector, 

7th—To afford every facility to the canal officer and Collector in their periodical 
inspection of the Canal Managers’ office and accounts. 


25. The amount yearly guaranteed by cach Manager is payable in two equal instalments, 
viz. on the 80th of June and the 31st December of each year, and any arrcar due on either 
of these dates will be deemed to be a demand under Act VII (B.C,) of 1>80, and shall be 
recoverable by the processes prescribed by the above Act. 

26. A yearly adjustment up to the 31st March will be made of each Manager’s account 
as soon as possible after the close of the official year (31st March), For this purpose ech 
Manager will, by the 15th April, submit to the Collector in duplicate a statemcut in form « 
Appendix D, with the entries of the first ten columns duly filled in, ‘The Collector will sup. 
ply the figures for the remaining columns, and return one copy to the Manager with a cheque 
for the sum payable on account of commission as shown in column 14, shouid no arrears from 
him be due, The Collector will also require the immediate deposit by the Manager of any 
arrears which may be shown to be duc. Such arrears, if not paid within one month after due 
notice to the Manager, will be recoverable under the Certificate Procedure Act (VIL B.U, of

‘Tne following Minute, recorded by Mr. Justice Prinsop, after inspecting certain Civil 
Courts in the interior, is publisded for general information.

In his Despatch transmitting the Letters Patont constituting this High Court, the 
Secretary of Stato for India wrote: 
* Clause 30 * * * * is avery ienportnnt proving - Cireumstanees may  fre- 
quently arise when the deputation of a Judyo or Judy 
* of the Lettre Patt, 1862. thee Court would bie. a, measute. of the highest 83 
dieney. For such cases the clause under consideration will enable the Government to provide 
by doputing one or more Judges from the High Court who would aynil themselves of the 
opportunity thus afforded them of making seaching enquiry into the manner in whieh the 
Looal Courts were performing their duties.” "(Sir C Wood's Despatch No. 24 of 14th May 
1862.) 
The Judges of the Hich Court in 1865“hcoordingly determined that an inspection 
of the Lower Courts should be made, and Sir [8 Peacock, the Chief Justiea, selectod 
Mr. Justico Loch and Mr, Justice Elplin-tons Jackson for this duty. It would have heon 
impossible to have attempted an inspection ofall the Civil \ ourts in Bengal. ‘Phe task would 
hate been most Inborious and prolonged, and it would have resuited in no benefit at all 
proportionate to the time expended, It was, therefore, sottled that tho object in view 
would best be attained by inspecting the»Civil Courts of all grndes at the hend-quarters 
of cach distrist with occasional visits to other Courts eonvonic itnated on the line 
of country traversed. Mr, Justice Loch and Mr. Justiv n proceeded 
in different directions, and visited nearly every district in y, being engaged 




































on-this work for several months, ‘l'o ensure a regular inspection of the Subordinate 
Civil Courts, the High Court has invariably reyuired District Judges at short intervals to 
ingpect the Civil Courts subordinafe to them and to report the result of such inspections 


Since then no attempt has been made ut any inspection of the Civil Courts by a Judie 
of the High Court, excopt in 1875, when the Courts at the head-quartors of four of the 
eastern districta ware inspected by Me. Justice Louis Jneksom Personally T have aways 
atrongly advocated such periodical inspection, and 1 think that a perusal of the reports of 

revious inspections will show the nevessity for this duty beiug regularly undertaken at 
intervals, ‘This opinion has, however, not been generally held by the High Court of recent 
years. Some months ago the Licutenant-Governor of Bengal strongly represeuted the 
nooossity for au iuspection in consequence of what he himself had recently seen during one 
of his tours. It was accordingly settled that the work should be undertaken, and [ was 
requested to perform the duty, the time allotted being somewhat limited owing to the stots 
of the judicial work of the High Court. 

Té was not to be expected that any one Judgo should bo able ina fow weoks to make a 
complete and thorough inspection of all the Civil Courts at the head-quarters of every district 
in Bengal. ‘The work is very luborious and troublesome, and although tho means of comes 
muntcation have greatly improved sineo 1865, theyo are still mauy difficulties in the way 
of rapid and couveuient travelling which T need not here describe. It is also for many 
reasons very undesirable that such an inspection should be conducted by only one Fudge, ‘The 
experience 80 acquired cannot be communicated on paper; itis obvious that greater benotit 
to the High Court will be derived, if such experienc be more diffused nmong the Judges ; tho 
inspecting Judges by oommonication amongst themselves will frequently be led to ditect 
their attention to matters which must occasionally escape the notice of one of them ; the 
recommendations made as the result of an inspection must carry more weight if coming 
from several Judges; and the duty will be more easily performed if delegated to moro than 

* one Judge. I hope, therefore, that, on the next occasion for pnspecting the Courts, the 
work will be divided amongst two or more Judges, and that full time will be given for 
athorough and complete inspection. 

T have been able to visit only a few of the districts of this Presidency, and in my desire 
to make my inspecti¢n as much general as possible during the time ailotted to me, I have 

to select districts from various quarters representing the characteristies of the 

difforent litigation in our Courts, and by this means m some measure to ascertain how work 
is done in the Subordinate Courts in Behar, Orissa, in Suburban Districts, in Hastern Bengal, 

and in Ch ‘ong, 1 am conscious that my work has been done somewhat hurriedly and 
‘us I dosirod, but I had to choose between inspecting only a very few distrivts 
us acquiring a vory limited expericuce of a small number of Courts, and 
to extend my enquiries so as to make a more general report, which may serve

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Most of the districts visited by me wore solectod by the Government of Bengal, but 
in order to make my inspection wore general I added to this list. I visited the following

En route T also visited Patna, Hajeepore, Perozepore, and Bagirhat ; but the short time that 
Twaz able to stop at these places prevents my regarding those visits as more than casual 
inspections. Tn the two places iastmentioned, I also sat with the Munsifs, but not suffi- 
ciently lone to enable me to form a very tlefluito idea of their proceedings. _ Practically T 
was unable to do more than inspect the Courts at the head-quarters of the districts first- 
mentioned. 

On an average T allowed myzelf one day to each Civil Court, sitting in tum with each 
Judicial officer and inspeeting all the offices, In this Initer duty J was much assisted by 
Pahoo Krishto Prosono Hose, Serishtadar of the Judge’s Court at Hooghly, a very able and 
experienced officer, who services have been invaluable {o me, and whose recent death is 
much to be lamented. After hearing each Judge try a ouse, or a portion of & caso, it was 
my practice to examine the order-sheet showing the proceedings previously taken in it. Any 
irregularities in those proceedings were then pointed out T next examined the diary so #8 
to learn the yeneral course of business in the Court, und for that purpose I used tot send for » 
the records of several cuses heard on‘ previous days. ‘Ihe outline of my tour was never 
settled more than a day or so in advance, If the Courts had been so inclined, they could 
have no opportunity of anticipating my visits, so as to arrange their work beforehand ; rut 
even if any such preparation had been made, such as was found and described by Mr. Justice 
Loch in 1866, it would have had little or no effect on an inspection as conducted by me. 
‘As I proceeded from district to district, 1 recorded notes which have boon communicated to 
the Indges of the High Court, as well as to the officers concerned. I propose now to sum- 
arise the general result and to make such suggestions as seem to me to be likely to lend to 
an improvement in the administration of justice. 

‘As regards the manner in which business is conducted and trials held in the Mofiassil 
Courts of first instance, T have found much to commend, but [ have also found everywhere 
avery irregular and objectionaile practice before any contested case comes to trial whieh I 
will presently describe. 

1» Bengal, where the evidence is given and recorded in Tengali, the judicial cfficers, 
with one exception, recorded the evidence with their own hands. The depositions were 
afterwards read ever to the witnesses generally by these officers. 1 observed, however, that 
occasionally, to save time, the depositions were read by a mohurir while the trial proceeded. 
This is not altogether regular, as the law (section is8) requires that, the evidence of each 
wilvess when completed shall be read oyer in the presence of the Judge and of the witness, 
and also in the presence of the parties or their pleaders, 

In Behar the evidence is recorded in the Kuithee character which none of the judicial 
officers ean write. Cons the services of a mohurir ure ealled in, and the work is not 
conducted with the same expe mn asin Bengal. Notes of the evidence are recorded by the 
judicial officers, generally in Eu 
ie The provisions of the Code regarding the admission of documentary evidence are 
‘observed, and I had no reason to find fault with the co duct of trials which took place before 
me. Less attention is paid to the exetution of decrees, becnuse the amount of judicial ‘work 
that every officer is called upon to perform leaves him little or no time for anything else. 
Mailers connected with the exceution of deerees are therefore too often left to the office 
establishtoent, and as this establishment is too weak aml is underpaid, the assistance of 
unpaid and irresponsible apprentices is called in, That this syetem has worked so well is 
marvellous. No one, however. who has had any practical experience of it eannot but depre- 
eate the causes which have necossitated a recourse to it, and therefore I trust that steps will 
soon be taken to remove the possibility of such abuses. I shail again refer to this subject 
when noticing the office establishments of the Subordinate Civil Courts. 

With the proceedings duringt he trial of a case no very serious fault can be found, although * 
improvement in many respects must ‘be effected before a comparison can be, challenged with 
Courts haying superior advantages. The work is intelligently, carefully, and regularly 
one; farther elaboration in details must follow in course of time ; and as all the Courts are 
notoriously overworked, I was not inclined to attach very great importance to what I regard- 
das cowparatively stall matters of detail. Such criticisms seemed to me to be more 
likely to discourage officers whose zeal and devotion to the service cannat be too highly 
commended, than, in the present state of the work, to bring about any very necessury 
im praremene - ‘ ! > 

But although, after the commencement of a trial, the proceedings are tle 
objection, the sysiem, which is everywhere in foree before a Haier Tee pes

‘A case is rarely tried ov the day originally fixed, uoless it be a short case or one si 
ex parte On the diy fixed for its disposal, after settlement of issues, it is nearly 
found that it cannot be herd because the judicial officer is engaged oithgr on his’ 
short causes or is obliged to try some older case which has pire, doe c 
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of postponement thatT am about to describe. Tho ease is called up Inte in the day’ 
f the witnesses are in attendance,—and this israre,—they are discharged without examina- 
tion, and another day is fixed, probably one month later, because arrangements have already 
been made for the work of the particular Court for that perivd, aud it is not possible, 
without great inconvenience, to disturb those arrangements. But it not unfrequently 
happens that tho board has boon sottled for a much longer poriod than one mouth, and, with 
the desire at leasttto have the appearance of endeavouring to try the case on an early date, 
and 80 toescape all risk of censure, the case is stuffed into an already over-erowded board, 
80 that, if it is tried on that dato, it displaces oases which have some claim to precedence from 
standing before it on the list of business, although they may not be of such old institution, 
Confusion consequently ensues, and it becomes almost impossible to restore a regular 
course of businoss; indeed, it isobvious that unless the work is weil undor control, or is not 
sufficient to occupy the entire time of the particular Judge, or an additional officer is sent to his 
assistance, order will not be restored. Unfortunately our Courts of first instanoe, excopt in 
rare instances, have more work than they ean properly perform Whore they oan get through 
their work, it is in many respects, especially in matters of execution, done hurriedly and in a 
very perfunctory manner, Tho system, therofore, which I have desoribed has degenerated 
into something more irregular, advantage has been taken of the tenderness of the Code in 
providing parties with tho moans of enforcing the attendance of unwilling witnesees, and 
the parties obtain a series of postponements, until the Court is really prepared to exmmenco 
the trial, without, the expense and inconveniente of having their witnesses in attendance on 
each day fixed for trial by having reovurse to sham processes, Tt becomes recognised that the 
case will not be tried on the day fixed, so neither party has his eviderce ready, But unless 
some excuse for asking for a postponement is forthcoming, the case may be called on and 
dikmissed on default. The defeudant, too, has to be prepared for the possible contingency of 
the case being heard on tho evidence of the plaintiff, when he may suffer if he cannot furnish 
some excuse for the absences of his own,witnosses. The plenders of both sides generally 
settle such matters amongst themselves, although occasionally it may be necessary, as I Faye 
endeavoured to show. for cach side to be prepared to act independently to provide against 
the risk of an adverse summary order, . 

The law provides a possibie moans of eseape, and the laxness with which that law has 
boon administored affords additional facilities. A reprosentation is made by one of the 
porties that some witness has failed to attend on gervice of summons, and a postponement 
is asked for in order that ho may be arrested, No enquiry is made whether the other 
evidence is forthcoming, or, ifnot fortheoming, why there has been this neglect, Rarely does 
it happen that both parties ask for a coercive process, and from this it may fairly be inferred 
that the pleators for both parties have settled amongst themselves what eourse should be 
taken ; 1 cannot recollect ever to have found that an objection was made to a postponement 
thus applied for. Again, a warrant for tho arrest of a witness is bardly ever exeouted, from 
whith it would seem that no attempt is made to arrest him, The case comes on again in due 
course with the same result, only the application made is varied. A proclamation is asked 
for and issued requiring the attendance of the witness on a specified day to which the trial 
is adjourned. Again isthe case called on for hearing, and it not wufrequently happens that 
another application for postponement on the same ground is made, and the Court is asked 
to attach the property of the witness. A general order of attachment oes out, and the case 
js again postponed. Even then Thave found further adjonraments apparently for the same 
eause, In one district 1 found that a new kind of proclamation had been invented—a 
kidd of desperate notice that the Court was this time in earnest, and that whatever 
hnppened the case would be fried. Sometimes also, after all theso eocrcive processes had 
Deen exhausted, I have found an ordor passed that ten days’ time is allowed to the 
parties to produce their evidence. In one case I found that ou the day fixed for trial 
no evidence was forthcoming on either side, but the plaintiff's pleader obtained a 
warraut for the arrest of one of his witnesses, although some othersamongst them had 
also been served, and were ebsent, and at each stage of the case the same witness was 
pursued by the entire series of provesses until eventually the case was tried. no notice being 
taken of the contumacy of this witness who was eventually examined and discharged, Then 
the trial begins, the witvescos. on whom repeated processes have failed to make any  impres- 
sion, attend of their own accord, the evidonce is recorded, and judgment deliver 
notice is ever taken of tho contempt of Court committed. ‘Lhe witnessos aro di 
without being even asked to explain the cause of their previous absence. 

There is unfortunately nothing new in the practice that I have described. Tt was con-

as an unnecessary innovation resulting im hardship to the parties 
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‘ 
and a probable filure’ of justice. A Munsif may announce his determination to try 
cases out on thé days fixed for trial on Whatéver eviderco ‘may be forthooming, but 
the. pleaders and parties will not readily accept this order, and the result will be that 
cases will be decided on deficient evidence, or decreed ex parte, or dismissed on de- 
fault. The Mansif will bocome extremely unpopular. He will earn the unenviable 
roputation of being summary end unjust, Complaiits will be made ererrwhere—in the 
Nativo Press, anonymously to all his superiors in turn, until they reach the High Court and 
even the Goverrment. His labours to restore order wil] not be reeognised, for his orders 
‘will, on appeal, he sot aside by the Subordinate Judge, the cases being returned for re-trial ; 
he will become disheartened ;_and he will probably suffer in promotion for the unfavourable 
reputation he has earned, without proper enquiry into its cause. 

Any reform must. in my opinion, commence at the top. As Courts of first instance, 
Subordinate Judges have less excuse for postponing a case than Munsifs, The eases comin; 
Before them are fewer in number, and therefore their work shou'd be more under control. 
It should be impressed upon them that original suits, in w 
more numerous, hould always be heard before appeals, and that if the postponement of any 
case is necessary, an appeal should always make way for an originul suit. In their desire to 
show good returns of work in mero figures. it has become the habit of Subordinate Judges to 
postpone original suits, especially a long and tedious one, at the ond of s quarter, in 
to decide a number of appeals, and so prosont a good array of figures in their returns of 
work. Chis must be watched and stringently repressed. ‘The Courts of Appeal. through an 
examination of the order sheet, have: the means of learning the course 3 a trial ready at 
hand and can therefore easily take notice of any unnecessary postponements on frivolous 
grounds. Ti therefore tho absolute necossity for a change of practice ‘and regularity , be 
enforced on the superior Courts of first instance, the Subordinate Judges, these officers will 
in turn realise the necessity of insisting on the same system in the Courts’ of the Munsifs. 
But here we are met with a very groat difficulty, The Subordinate Judges generally can 
keep their files of original suits under control, for as Courts of first instanco they aro not over- 
worked. It is only when in addition to such work they are required to try appeals that more 
work is thrown upon them than they can properly perform. Original suits, too, are 
instituted in the Courts of the Subordinate Judges without any remarkable increase at any 
particular period of the year. In hoth these respects the work in a Munsif's Court differs 
most materially. It is the exception, and a rare exception, tofind that any Munsif can keep 
his work thoroughly under control, ‘As a rule, every Munsif %s called upon to do much more 
than he can properly undertake, They all feel that the work must be done, or their 
individual reputations will suffer. Incessant and most laborious application to his work may 
ensble a Munsif to exhibit a clear file, but it rarely ensures at the same time a satisfacts 
result as regards the quality of his work, In April—that is, about the end of the ‘Bengali 
year—there is always a rush of suits, principally tent-suits. Instead of coming in by. tens 
they are instituted by hundreds. so as to obstruct and disarrange the work of the rts. 
Many of these cases never coms to trial, but are settled out of Court. Obviously no ‘infor- 
mation can be obtained of this probable result in any ease; so they have all to be set down 
for trial in the usual manner ‘he Mansifs, however, put on the daily board a larger number 
than usual, trusting to the probability of many boing decided on default, or on compromise, 
or decreed ex-parte ; but it constantly happens that some of the cases on any particular 
day aro contested, and consequently postporiements commence, and this with an overcrowded 
filo means confusion, Additional officers must be appointed to meet this pressure and to 
ensure the regularity of the work in our Courts. Ihave in a separate memorandam shown 
the absolute necessity for adding to the number of our existing Courts by showing the 
gradual and enormous incroase of work ooming before those Courts, the heavy arrear 
accumulating on their files, and that the increase in the number of the Conrtsis not at all 
proportionate to the incrense of work, Tf the number of cases that the majority of our Tudges 
decide be taken into consideration, it will be seen that good work cannot reasonably be 
expected from them, and we too often find that the struggle to perform an almost impossible 
task had Jed to the most serious consequences to the eatth of our Judges. ‘To ensure a 
better administration of justice more Judges must be appointed, and greater facilities must be 
given for the appointment of any additional officer to mect a sudden emergency. ‘The 
fluctuations of work in the Munsifs’ Courts no doubt present great difficulty in enforcing 
any regular system, till more attention should be paid to the fixing of cases for’ parti 
days. A. little experience and care in ascertaining the nature of a case when instituted, 
cither from the plaint itself or from onguiry from tho pleaders*en, will ‘enable 














& Munsif to avoid overcrowding his board, In the course of my inspection I found eortainky 


_ one instance of such a caroful practico which led to most excolleut results’ I shave 


little doubt that, if not discouraged by the Courts of Appeal, Munsifs ‘will enforee trials om) — 
the days Oxed and refuse postponemeuts on frivolous grounds, and that pleaders and 
‘will learn that Bley: tusk be prepared with their evidence when their case is.

to provide them with better accommodation and office establ 
and properly paid. 4 ; * 
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T have next found that. in consequence of their being overburdened with judicial work, 
the subordinate Judicial officers are unable to attend properly to matters connected with 
the. exeoution of decrees or to any miscellaneous work. This work is, therefore, either 
with Amla, who are underpaid, or with apprentioes, who are supposed to live on their 

‘of future employment, and are engaged simply because the ordinary office 
establishments aro altogether inadequate to discharge the duties expected from them. Our 
Judicial officers have justly earned the highest reputation for devotion to the service 
and integrity, but under the system under which they are obliged to work, the Civil 
Courts cannot be supposed to be above suspicion of corruption, and so Jong as sufficient and 
properly-paid establishments are not allowed, it is hopeless to expect that this stigma will be 
removed. I can imagine no fitter nursery for ever'y malpractice than service of some years 
a6 an unpaid apprentice, followed by appointment on the regular establishment on an inade- 
quate salary. It has long been admitted by Goyerament that the highest of the ministerial 
officers, Serishtadars, especially in District Courts, are underpaid ; the Court-fees realised in 
the Civil Courts have, year after yoar, reulized a largo surplus income to Government after 
meeting all expenses ‘connected with those Courts ; the fees realised by affidavits in Mofussil 
Courts which have bean carned by the additional work thrown on Serishtadars have in recont 
years yielded a very considerable sum, and yet the repeated and urgent representations of 
the High Court for an increase of pay to these officers haye time after time met with no 
response from Government, except an admission of the necessity and the justice of the 
claim made on behalf of these officers, coupled with, an almost indefinite postponement of 
any concession to them. Reeently wo have received a letter from Government deferring a 
consideration of the matter until the conclusion of an enquiry likely to last more than one 

into the establishments of executive officers by a spevially appointed Commission. It 
it is not easy to understand why thore should be any postponement of recognise] claims with 
money forthcoming to satisfy them, or why any preference should be showu to tae establish- 
ments of execntive officers. 

‘The next matter to which I would draw attention is tho insufficient and inupproprinte 
apoommodation generally given to Civil Courts, It cannot but be admitted that of late 
years there has been some improvemont effected, but the first thing that must strike the most 
gasual visitor at any civil station, eithor the lead-quarters of a district or at s sub-division 
_ of a district, is the groat inferiority of the accommodation given to Vivil Judges as compared 
with every other department of Government, My vbservations are dofeotive iu so mugh 
as they are founded on visits to only some of tho districts of Bengal, but still the places 
visited wore selected at random, and there is no reason to believe that I was particularly 
unfortunate in the placos inspected. The Munsifs’ Courts are nearly always in most 
unsuitable structures, In many places the Munsifs sit in hovels unfit for human habitation— 
dark, badly ventilated, and filthy. At some places mat bungalows have been erected on a 
standard pattern. No doubt these are an improvement on the places in which the Courts 
mnsed to be held, but still these cannot be regardedas suitable court-houses. The accommo- 
dation is generally insufficient, and the roteution of valuable papers in a thatched mat-house 
is attended with tho greatest risk. Let any one contrast even these improved court-houses 
with the Court of a Sub-divisional Magistrate or even the local post-office or telegraph 
station, and the inferiority is most striking; but how much more so in the case of the huts 
or sheds in-which many Munsifs’ Courts are still located. The worst instances were found 
by me at Arrah, Hajeepore, Burrisaul, and Jessore. At Arrah there has beeu correspondence 
going on for some four years regarding the erection of the Civil Courts, which in cdprsdé 
of timo has developed tho preparation of plans and estimates as well as tho selection of a 
suitable site. Matters advanced up'to the collection of material on that site, but because 
some other department: required this matorial the bricks have been carted off elsewhere, and 
: ing remains still on paper promises, the fulfilment of which depends on tho existenco 
of surplus funds, although these were available to use material specially collected for this 


purpore, 

In. Hajeepore, the Munsif’s Court was held in a dirty, dark hutcha bungalow, a remark- 
able contrast, to the Sub-divisional Magistrates’ Courts, sud the official residence, both of 
«which. have ‘been recently added to and improved at some expenso,—the Munsif’s Court, 
- + much worse than the then existing Criminal Courts, being. at the same time, neglected. 

Tn Burrisaul I found four Munsifs huddled together in a dirty dilapidated house, one 
,of these Munsifs sitting in an exposed side verandah indifferently protected by a slanting mat 
from sun andrain, ‘The Miagusablenese of thig pqcommodation, was notised by the Lisutanaat- 
Governor about two years ago, and orders. were issued for the preparation of proper, Courts, 
there matters remain. 
At Jossore a, magnificient ranga of offices with all the newest improvements had just * 


. Beat arn Revenue ond Magisterial officers, and thus hed placed, come rooms in 
‘fofen ont lone 
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‘Magistrate lives in comfort in building belonging to Government ; the Munsif must be content 
with the best lodging that he can procure; and when his Court is often placed in a small 
village, the only lodging procurable is so unsuitable that he is forced to send his wife and 
family to his own home, "Is it surprising that, with such disadvantages the Exeontive should 
‘De regarded as the favoured service and that Judicial officers should. feel that their interests 
and comforts arc noglooted? In eduontion, in intelligonoe, in dovotion to the publio service, 
in publie estimation, I vouture to state that the officers of the Subocdinate Judicial Servico 
are not surpassed hy those of any other department ‘under Government, As a separate 
Aepartmont. Civil Justien yields a largo income to Government. Why, thon, should the 
claims of this branch of the public service always be deferred to those of other departments ? 
It is notorious that a Collector, a District “Magistrate, or evena District Superintendent of 
Police finds little difficulty in obtaining funds for any improvoment to his offices or even to 
that of a subordinate. [ have myself seen the most elaborate iron racks in the office of a 
District Officer at a cost of about Ks, 27,000. But the obstacles placed in the way of 
District Judges in course of time deter their asking for the tuost trifling extra expenditure, 
and even admitted claims are so constantly postponed that they are apt to bo lost sight of. 
T do not pretend to have peuctrated tho system of the distribution of public fands among the 
different departments, but [ am inclined to think from the indifferent state of the court+ 
houses and the difficulty experionced in obtaining an increase of the salaries of Serishtadars aud 
from similar matters that the interests of this important department are not properly advo- 
cated in the first instauce, and are not properly maintained when, for some reason or other, & 
retrenchment is necossary iu one of several departments I am conscious of my inability 
to uscertuin the real cause of this persistent parsimony in the department of Civil Justice, but 
whatever be its cause, I trust that in the future its claims may be more recognised and mere 
jealously watched until they are aetually satistied. . 

T now propose to consider points of proceduso on which I would suggest some alterations 
80 as to facilitate the work of our Courts, 

‘There is a very great loss of time in reoording ovidenoe in the vernacular and roading it 
over to a witness at the close of his examination, This is most noticeable in Behar, where 
the Court language is Kaithee. It will, 1 think, be admitted that, as a rule, evidence is 
most carefully recorded in the Civil Courts Where the Judge is able to do so ho himself 
record the evidence in his own handwriting, and whore he cannot do so he records a full , 
memo, nearly always in English, ag the Amu reconds the deposition itself in the vernacular. 
‘The reading in Kaithee is very tedious, for it is notorious that o man finds difficulty in 
reading his own handwriting in that character. Now in criminal cases, for many years past, 
the records has beon written in English by all European officers aud by Native Magistrates 
specially empowered to do so. J can seo no valid reason why this system should not be intro- 
duced into our Civil Courts. Where a Judge is able to write the deposition himself as made 
to him, this might continue, but where ho cannot do so, | would suggest that he be empowered 
to write it in English. In the Bengal districts the law which requires evidence to be 
recorded in tho Court Inngnage has the elfvct of making it impossible for the District Judge, 
and for him alone, to reoord the evicence of a witness himself, althongh he is the Cbiet 
Judge of the district. I have never beon able to understand this restriction, specially as it 
jus tho offect of deterring a District Judge from trying origiual suits, for he fiuds—and 
T sponk from personal exporienco—that luis time vn be better oceupiod on other work than 
jn supervising the work of an unintelligent depositiou-writer, 50 as to make the record 
correspond with bis own memo. of the evidence. 

Section 141 of the Code scems unnecessarily to imp 
officers. It requires that before 2 document shall be filed’ us part of the record of a 
ander trial, it shall haye been endorsed by the Judge with his own hand, with « statement 
that it was proved or admitted by the person against whom it is used. 'Uhis is particularly 
onerous in rent-suits where a mass of revt receipts may have beon tendered in evidenco— 
indeed, from tho size and description of the paper used for such documents, no such éndorse- 
ment is possible. The Judges, however, as a rule, themselves nuniber these papers, besides 
signing and dating them—a proceeding which interrupts the trinl and occupies some time 
when this duty cun be performed equally well by some ministerial officer. The use of 
some stamp would accolerate ths despatch of business, Section 82 requires that evidence 
recorded oven by the Judgo himself shall be rad over to the witness io the presenae of 
the Judge and of tho wituess, aud also in the prosenco of the parties or their ploaders””. It 
seems to me that it is sufficient that this should be read over 10,the witness himself by a 
ministerial officer. Tue procedure prescribed tends very cousiderably to prolong ths course 
of trial, and the corrections saade are exceedingly rare, probably not more than onoe inthe 
trinl of very many cuses, ‘The procedure suggested by ma is adopted onthe Original 

of the High Court and affords a sufficient sateguard against auy mistake, 

The system of giving copies works excellently under intelligent and careful 
where the § ishtalar feels! the importanca of this department of the olive an 
suporintonds it. Where ho noglects this duty, confusion reigas; delays in furnishin 
are so great that parties do not find it worthwhile to enquire about them, 
every kind naturally provail, “Mh rules introduced ategood 9 far us they. go, bi 
not ‘sufficiently preciso so 2s to prescribe the duty of*every one concorned in 
‘Until this is done. every opportunity will be tukendo evade thembjeot of these rules 
placo difffoulties in the punctual despatel of business.

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Complaints weré made to me everywhere regirding the charge for copies. The matter 
has been under consideration by the High Court more than once. I am inclined to 
think that the average number of words in each line might be inreasod, and the. compar- 
ing charges, which are ns high as the copying charges, might be considerably reduood, having 
regard to the amount of smaller labour iuvolved in comparing, I think also that. the’ search- 
ing feos might be roducad, Where a full deseription of the rovord is given s0 as to enable 
the Record Officor easily to produce it, the .ee should not be on the same scale as where a very 
insufficient or incorrect description is given. ‘There is certainly no tendevey either on tho 
part of the Courts or their subordinsite establishments to relax the rule regarding the levy of 
Kees. ‘The inclination is decidedly against nffording any facilities to suitors. ‘This ‘was 
brought to my notice eonstantly in the matter of process-fees, 

o process-feos fixed by Rules passed under the Court-Poes Act seem in many respects 
to be unnecessarily high. These fees were, like the copying-fees, fixed tentatively. Tho 
intention was to fix them at the lowest rates possible, consistent with providing for the 
expense caysed, ani in order to attuin this it was necessary to give a margin to ensure against 
any loss to Government. No reliablo data were available to guide those who fixed tho 
ites, ‘The result has been a very considerable profit to Government after providing for all 
charges. ‘The feos for attachments of property ate too heavy when applied to attachment of 
several propertins. A separate foo should vot be levied invariably for eavh property attuch- 
ed. In one case it was pointed out to me tuere were 150 properties to be attached; none 
of these were at any distance from the others, but yet 150 fees—that is, Its. L40—wore 
required before attachment: was issued; and fees gjmilarly calenlated, but double, as the 
tae is Ks, 2 were levied for issue of proclamations of sale, ‘hese fees were more 
than sufficient to pay’ for the establishment employed by twenty or thirty fold. Some 
provisions should be made for the payment of feos at a lower rato if more than four 
br five properties are to be attached or sold situate within a reasonable and specified distance 
from one another. ‘The rates for the sorviegs of an officer to be left in possession of the 
attached property aro also. too high—G annas per diem is at the rate of more than Rs. LL 

t morth, but only some of the peous receive monthly salaries so high as Rs. 10, and us 
Per gmeiderable time must necessarily expire between the dates of attachment and sale, the 
expense incurred on this account: must be immoderate, especially in the ease of crops. 

T can understand why the fee for attachment of the person or arrest, as it is termed, 
in exeoution of docree has heen fixed at a high rate, but tho rato, Hs. 10,'is prohibitory, 
which cannot have been intended. T would lower this tee by one-half. 

To require a feo for an order for sulo of attuchell property and again auother feo for 
service of proclamation of sale seoms unnocossarily sovere, 

‘The rule regerding the payment of poundago on the gross amount realised by an 
execution sule and then to charge it aseosts as against the judgment-debtor is, in my opinion, 
open to objection. I can understand that a pereentage should bo levied on tho amount 
reulised towards satisfaction of a decree, but its diffioult to understand on what principle a 
Gebtor should be obliged to pay a percentage on anything over and above that sam, Com- 
mission is charged by an auctioucer at volunt ry sales on the sum realised; but why should 
the difficulties of a debtor be enhanced by such a commission being charged on a forced 
sale? It is notorious that a lowor price is realised ut sch sules, but yet the proprictor has 
to suffer additional loss by paying commission on the full sum realised though it may exceed 
the amount of the debt. 

Tn connection with this matter of poundnge on sales, I would refer to tho practice in 
aMlowing a deerce-holder to bid at au exceution-sale. The law enables a porson to purchase 
property put up for sale in execution of his decree only with the permission of the Court 
viously obtained. his L have found to be very rarely refused,—in fact it is never refused exoopt 
When there ismore than one decree to be satisfied. ‘The reasons for withboldiug permission 
to bid in such cases is the difficulty of requiring the decroe-holder to make payment in cash 





























+ instead of setting off tho amount of the decree in satisfaction of the price bid. Sometimes 


permission is greuted conditional on eash payment being made so that a rateable distribution 
Mhay bo made smongst all the deoteo-holders. The law (seotion 204 of the Codo) has appa- 
rently overlooked this coutingeney, 8 it leaves it optional with deeree-holder purchasing 
With the permission of the Court to set off the amount of his decree against the purchase 
money. TT the permission to purchase has been grauted unconditionally, and the purchasing 
eoree-holder’ should elect to set off the purchase-money against his decree, other decree- 
holders entitled to a rateable distribution are unable to obtain any satisfaction of their

This has nevessitated the payment of a fee which varies from Its, 2 in the superior to Re. t 
in the lower Courts, In the course of my inspection I have always asked whether juagment- 
debtors ever attend on service of this notice, and I havé always toa told that they never do 
attend unless it be to object to the regularity of some of thie previous proceedings in exeau- 
tion, The cost of the notice, however, adds materially to the costs of those proceedings. 
(It may perhaps be said, and with some fotce, that the conduct of debtors shows that they 
are not entitled to any consideration iu this respect. Buf we shou'd rathey consider the full 
operation of these rules and how far they have sucseoded in any respect excopt in adding to 
the cost and delays in bringing about the sale.) The next step is the affidavit of the decrees 
holder that he has made seurch in the Registration Ofiice for ingumbranees on the particular 
property and the result of such enquiry. ‘Tho same information comos trom every Court 
regarding this proceeding, Asa rule, no enquiry is made or indeed can be made, “If any 
endeavour is made in this direction, the Registration Officers point to some twenty registers, in 
somo of which information, such as is required, may passibly Ee found, Row persons are com- 
petent, and still fewer have aiy leisure or iackination, to undertake such a task. So angaffidavit 
suflicient to satisfy the Court is made that after search no incumbrance has been discovered, 
and to this aftidavit there is attached, ds a sort of voucher, that some search has been made, 
the receipt given hy the Kegistration Officer for scarching-lees paid. As a matter of fact, in 
nearly ev ease no real search has ever been made, If any ineumbrance is notified, it*is 
because it is a matter of local notoriety, or the incumbrancer has loarut of the attachment, 
and comes forward to protect himself. ‘The atlidavit and search, however, involve additional 
expenditure, and add further to the ensts without any con advantage to auy one 
except the Government which takes the fees. So al lay and the inourring of 
these additional costs, the sale-proclamution is settled almost always precisely in the terms 
in which the property was described by the decree-holder when he asked for an order of salo. 
‘Tho rules wore primarily to relieve judgment-debtors by endeavouring to seoure a better price 
for properties sold. I have failed to obtain any reliable information that this result has been 
attained. And, alter all, it may well be asked whether judgment-debtors, who have studi- 
ously abstained from assisting the Courts thus benevolently endeavouring ‘to relieve them, 
or who have even, as frequently happens, striven to obscure or repudiate their own tite bys 
sotting up directly or indirectly that of a relative or dependent, are outitled to such considera- 
tion. To punish'them by adding to the costs incurred in bringing the property to sale seems 
a strange Tipaitirs from the original intention, while the delays which necessarily result 
are a serious inconvenience aud vexation to decree-holders, It must naturally be a matter 
for mere speculation, since stati could not be obtained on which any reliable conclusion 
could be formed, but I do not believe tirat any litigation has been avoided by such nttempts 
to obtain better titles for auc: urchusers under these rules, Some improvement might 
be attained if a certifieate were required from a Registration Officer regarding the result of 
enquiry into the title of an attached property, but I doubt extremely whether these 
officers would accept such a respousibility, und even if they did it would be impossible for 
any Court to control them 60 as to insist on a return being made within a reasonabletime, 
Mie result would probably be a further delay in the holding of sales, and in the realisationrof 
judgment-debts.

‘Dhe efficiency of the process-serving establishment naturally depords upon the oapacity 

and enpervision of the nazir, This has varied very considerably in the districts that I have 

visited. Sometiwes I have found a regular system and a careful supervision that was most: 

eredituble. Cumaplaints were rare, and when mude they were carefully attended to. In. 

order districts T found that masters were ill-regulated ; in the desire to show a large surplus 

revenue, too miny pro vere made over at one tine to the same peon with the certain 

consequence that either service was not properly mode, or that returns were not made to the 

Courts on or Lefore the days fixed for trial, In such districts, too, I heard complaints of 

delay in service of notices of appeal to respondents, such as to prevent thet havi an 

opportunity of objecting to a poriion of the decree, U'ulso occasionally found, with much. 

regret, that in these districts complaints of the misconduct of ’peons received little 

attention; that there were delays in hearing them so as to discourage those who had euffered 

and had’ been compelled to make them; avd that sometimes the punishments awarded | 

-were altogether inadequate to the cluracter of the misconduct. ‘These are matters that 

‘cannot be dealt with except by the Courts immediately concerned. I lost noo 

tuuity of improssiug the great importance of attention and strict disoipliue 

I regretted also to find that some peons were still retained in neal; 

visited by me who were unable to read and write, ‘These poons, I was always told, we 

officers.

possibly hope to distinguish amongst 60 as to make proper returns 
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doubt some hardship ‘must follow, but it is high time now that some term should be Sxed 
within which the services of such mon should be dispensed with in tho interests of the pul 
service. ‘< 

© J observed that in every station many peons, sometimes nearly ‘one quarter of the total 
number, were not employed on serving prossares but on other work, althoagh their salaries 
were charged to the process-sorving fund. Their duties were t» keep order in Court, to wait 
on the various branches in the office, to assist the Record Offics. or to guard the Court pre- 
mises, ‘The process fund is a special fund designed for a special purpose, Monies derived 
from process-foes cannot ly be, applied in maintsining establishments the duties of whieh 
are entirely of a differant rharacter, The feos realised might as properly be applied to the 
maintenance of polics. ‘Tho fact is that certain chuprassees are absolutely necessary in all 
these offices, These chuprassees some years ago tisad to be specially entertained for the 
Courts, For purposes of eoonomy they were abolished, but without proper consideration of 
the probable result. They have now been retained in another form, but ttc expenditure falls 
on euitors rather than on Government. I wish prominontly to call attention to this, because, 
althongh there isa large surplue showa to the erodit of the process-serving establishment, 
a much larger surplus should be shown if the salaries of these men be excluded. The results 
therefore are such ns justify a reduction in ti foes charged such as 1 have recommended, or 
even to a still greater extent. 

T have ooeasionally had complaints made to mo regarding the manner in whieh Amins 
do theiravork. It was fairly said that the pdwer in the hands of such men with some 
professional knowledge is almo-t absolute, and is vory often improperly exercised with little 
possibility of supervision. A. slight alteration in an angle may cost one of the parties the loss 
of a considerable piece of land, and though tho injustice of this result’ may be patent, it 
requires professional knowledo which may not bo available to dotect and expose the source 
of the error. remedy is to employ a superior class of mon, and this necessarily involves 
the payment of higher salaries, ho diffioulsy in altoring the aystom arises from the attempt 
to adjust all receipts and expenditure on this account, not only in the general result, but istrict 
by district. "This is, 1 think, attempting more than should be expected, Unfortunately, too, 
the spread of professional knowledgs for such work has heen slow, and there are seldom available 
for employment competent porsons unconnected with the Court nse services ean he 
utilised to check the proveedings of Court Amins. The income derived from other sources 
connected with the administration of civil jasticy is 80 considerable that T think a small 
deficiency in one department, which cannot bo made self-supporting. consistent with a proper 
administration, may be concaded. I would therefore recommend thy gradual employment 
of a superior and higher class of Amins in some districts, where cases of some importance 
requiring their services are of emparatively frequent oveurrence, The more insignificant 
cases might be left to an Amin of a lower grade, and the moro competent and 
reliable offiver might occasionally be employed to check the work of these officers. Some 
such reform is absolutely necessary, for the inferior and unrelinble work of the Amins 
is a blot on our administration, and the nesssity which too frequently ocours for a 
second, and even a third. measurement and survey leads to much confusion, and adds 
considerably te the expenses of n suit. 

T have carefully examined the ecord Officers of the District Courts that I inspected, 
and 1 also examined the Record Office at Patna, though T way unable to stop-to inspect the 
Courts at that station In each instance, I have noted separately the result of my examina- 
tion, Excopt in Chittagong, where a new Record Office should be built, and at Suri (Leer- 
bh8om) where the opening of communication with an adjoining room and a slight rv-arrango- 
ment of the offies accommodation iy necessary, the Record Offices inspected —that is, at Arrah, 
Momfferpore, Bankipore, Kri-hnagur, Jessore, Backergunge and Ou are sufficently 
commodious for the requirements of several years to come. In some instances better racks 
should be given, and in others some new racks, reaching to the ceiling, should be constructed. 
1 have pointed out these defeots to the District Judges concerned, and recommended that they 
should apply for what is needed. ‘I'he work in the Record Offives is generally much in arrenr. 
At Chittagong, as T have already reported, the Record Office is in a state of uttar confusion ; 
at Jessore, though there is some attempt at arrangement, there are no catalogues of the 
reedrds preserved,-and there are considerable arrears in the current work. Elsewhere there 
‘are arrears varying in magnitude for which extra temporary estublishments have been 
obtained, or art necessary. ‘The state of the record-rooms generally requires more personal 
attention from District Judges. The existence of such arrears everywhere is principally due 
to the gtadual increase cf litigation for many years past, which has thrown moh additional 

- workon-the record establishments. These establishments have, however, remained stationary, 
ind have not beon strengthened so as to deal with this additional work. The work 

m upon Record-keepers and the responsibilities of that office have largely increased 
the practics introduced by the Government and the High Court of examining 
Jabels on the records and ro-punching them; also of grunting certificates of 
‘realised in execution of decrees. ‘Yhe duty of supplying any now statis- 
y be required is also thrown upon the Record Office.” All this has oontri- 
‘fiecumulation of arrears, and not only are additional temporay establishments 
office allowed must permartently ie strengthoned. I have endeavoured, 

n with the District Judges whom I have met, to make some recommendations 
willbe o matter of no difficulty to détermine whut is required 
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elsewhere, havi niger to the existing state of the record-rooms and the number of records 
annunlly received: In connection with this subject I would mention that I have oovasionally 
found apprentices and even sprocess-sorving peons employed in Record Offices. I have not 
attempted to urder them to be excluded, beoauso I felt that until a proper establishment 
was sanctioned, serious inconvemence would resnit from depriving the Record Officers 
of such assistance. At the same time, J think that: this system of employing irresponsible and 
unpaid men in such an office cannot be too strongly condemned, and I trast that orders may 
soon be passed which wil! enable tho District Judges to disponso with tho services of 
snel men. is 
It is probably unnecessary to say much on what is Known as the system of Rent-Suit 
Munsif, by which is meant the practice under which, whore there are two or more Munsifs 
‘at the same station, it is usual to vest one with powers of a Small Cause Judge to try suits 
of value not exceeding Rs 50, and to direct that he do also iry all rent-suits, while the 
more difficult suits, connected with title to land, are tried by the other Munsif. The 
primary object is to accelerate the decision of petty cases and suits under the Rent Law, and. 
it was calculated that ordinarily this would effect a fair division of the work, I am inclined 
to think that in both these objects this system has failed, and that in other respects it is 
undesirable. A system is in force under which all’ petty suits and rent-suits, as well as 
unconte-ted suits of all kinds, are always first taken up by Civil Courts, the preference 
alone being given to a part-heard case of the previous day. If, therefore, tesa petty snits 
aud rent-suits be tried by two or mora Munsffs instead of by only one, they are mare likely 
to be tried ly a greater number of officers instead of constituting the scle work of one officer, 
By these means also the labours of all officers will be equilised, whereas under the special 
system one officer becomes a machine to decido the easiest class of cases, while the other 
officer is called upon constantly to exercise all his powers in the decision of difieult, and fin- 
volved cases. Nor is the division of the work at all equal. Towsrds the end of March and 
during April, the end of the Bengali year, thgre is an extraordinary flood of suits under the 
Kent Law. ‘I'he Special Munsif and his establishment hive the greatest difficulty in dealing 
with these suits in their preliminary stages; eventually the pressure is more than one officer 
can bear, and so it nearly always happens that « large number of these suits are transferred 
to the other Munsif. Later in the year, the Special. Munsif frequently finds himself with 
little work, whereas the transfer of rent-suits has deranged the file of the other Munsif, 
and thus a transfer of the other kind of suits becomes necessury, and all attempts to 
ensure any reguln in cithor Court fails. I should have thought that, with the practice 
of invariably precedence to petty cases, rent-suits, and ‘incautoatet cages 
which is everywhere prevalent, it wonld require little argument to show that a division of 
local jurisdiction among the Munsifs, instead of a division of their actual work, would be 
‘an arrangement infinitely preferable, However, the now Kent La'w will introduce a ckange 
in the mamner of trying tho less important cases under it, and therefore it is hardly necss- 
sary to pay much aitention to # system which must be re-considered 
I have already udverted to the insufliciency of the ministerial establishments allowed to 
the Subordinate Wivil Courts and the inadeqnacy in the rates of pay. During my tour T 
have had brought :o my notice several instances iu which it was clear that particular Amla 
should be transferred to another locality, either because they were employed where they had 
many local connections, or for some other similar reason. For many years it has been the 
rule to transter Judicial officers after service in any particular place, and the benefits of such 
a system have been admitted. But it is even more necessary oocasionally to transfer yminis- 
terial officers, for it not unfrequently happens that a Munsif finds it almost impossible to 
counteract the influence of his Ala. Ministerial establishments have, since 1871, been 
laced directly under Government, and therefore in representing this matter I trust that 
District Judges may be directed oceasionally to transfer subordinate Amla I am aware that 
such transfer must be attended with much hardship. The pay of an Amla is not more than 
sufficient to maintain him near his own home, and he can ill-afford the expense of a transfer. 
Still the interests of the public service, in my opinion, demand occasional removals, and this 
will, I trust, be borne in mind in any ro-adjustment of salaries. It is especially desirable that 
the ‘higher ‘ministerial efficers should not be employed in districts in which their homes are, 
and though from the higher character of such officers oevasional transfers are not 80 necessary 
as in the case of the ordiuary Amla, I am inclined to think that such transfers are often 
attended with the best results. (3 
I trust that I have shown the necessity for a more complete and carly inspeotion of our 
Civil Courts, and I strongly recommend that such inspections shall in future at 
intervals than heretofore. I feel sure that much benefit must result {rom such inspections, 
especially amongst the less experionced of our officers, ‘The faults of many of our Ji 
* are, I. believe, due to their never having learnt how to do their work, and to their 
generally, through a misteken idea of their own responsibilities and duties, full.wed a w 
system. ‘They thus ocoupy themselves in enquiring into details so as to lose sight af the r 
ints at issue, and needlessly waste their time, while failing to grasp the morits of ® eas 
Teas almost hopeless to exepet that any Judge, who after several years has beoome: 
to such a system, can be induced to adopt another, but the younger officer will alw: 
found most anxious to receive-any instruction. I have thus observed Ju 
Apents rong the entre read for themselves instuad, of adopting: the 
requiring ‘the pleaders to point to the evidence on which they rely in support of 
ments. Some Ihave seen with the entire record transliterated for uy. r 
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others Thave found following a practice intredueed by a predecessor which they havo hesita- 
tod to alter, although it did not commend itself to them. There are minor points of practioo 
to which I might also refer, on all of which, even during a very short, visit Iwas able to afford 
instruction. 

The object of my deputation was not to inspect tho Criminal Courts, and the timo at 
my disposal would not have admitted of my deing so, but I desire to state my opinion that 
an inspection by a Judge or Judges of the High Court is necessary, especially to ascertain 
tho manner in which business is transacted by Benches of Magistrates. It has also been 
brought to my notice that the Sessions Judges, who, as Courts of Appeal, alone see the ori- 

‘t eed done by Magistrates of the first class, and as Sessions Courts try cases committed 

y them, have no opportunity of expressing any’ opinion, and a8 a matter of fact are never 
sked their opinions regarding such officers. It is ouly in somewhat recent years that this 
has been discontinued. Promotion is accordingly given on opinions exprossid by District 
Magistrates and Commissioners, and therefore only on executive capacity exhibited. This is 
as great a mistake as to promote such officers solely for judicial capacity, and cannot but 
act prejudicially to the proper performance of their judicial work. On the other hand, 
the opinions of Sessions Judges are asked regarding Magistrates of the second class before 
they receive higher powers, when obviously the Judges can haye had little opportunity of 
forming any opinion of the work of these officors, since they can see only cases committed 
Dy Magistrates of the svcond class, and necessarily few, aud those very unimportant cases, 
are 80 committed, the bulk of this cluss of work falling to the more experienced Magistrates

1. Every manager, appointed under Chapter IX of the Bengal Tenancy Act, shall in 
all matters act iu accordance with such orders as may, from time to time, be issued by the

the like nature, as also all just liabilities upon the estate, in due and proper time. 


3, No manager chall have power to sell or mortgage any property, vor shall he grant 
or renew a lease for any period exceeding throe years without the express saaction of the 
District Judge. Provided that this rule sha]! not render valid any lease for a shorter time 
than three years, if such lease is disapproved of by the District Judge, or if thea District

15, The officer holding tho sale sball take separate receipts for all sums paid by him 
as costs of the distraint and sale under section 134, sub-section (1), and if the person giving 
the receipt is unable to write, the recerpt shall be attested by some person able to do so. 

16. When a distraint is withdrawn under section 136, the notification of distraint, 
published under section 124, shall be taken down? 

17, ‘All officers deputed to distrain property under this chapter shall, if there is a post- 
office in the vicinity, report to the Court by letter immediately the distraint is made, or if 
there is no such post-office shall, immediately on his return, report in writing the nature 
and,extent of the crop or produce distrained, the day on which the distraint was made, the 
name of the person (if any) placed in charge of the crop, and the day fixed for the sale, or 
if the sale has taken place the day on which,it took place. Ile shull also immediately on 
his return file an account of all money received and disbursed by him, together with the 
receipts for the same and the record of the buildings at the sale, if a sale has taken place. 

18. Every person, distraining produce by virtue of the authority conferred on him 
under section 141 of Act VIII, 158%, shal! give notice of such distraint to the Civil Court 
having jurisdiction to entertain an application for the distraint of such produce, in a tabular 
form which shall coutain the following particulars :— 

(a) The name and address of the person at whose instance the distraint was made 
and a description of his interest in the property, whether as proprictor, tenure- 
holder, or raiyat. 

(8) The name of the defaulter, and of the place in which ke resides, or was known 
to be last residing. 

(c) The amount of the arrear with interest, if any, and the period in respect of which 
it is claimed. 

(d) The holding in respect of which the arrear is claimed, the boundaries thereof, or 
such other particulars as may suffice for its identification 

(e) The description aud approximate value of the produce distrained, and if the same 
has been reaped or gathered, the place in which it is stored. 

(f) The name of the person by whom the distraint was actually made, and the 
name and address of the person in whose charge the produce has been 

laced, 

a (9) The date on which the distraint was made. 

(n) Ii the crop or produce is,standing or ungathered, the time at which it is likely 
to be cut or gathered.

Resotution.—In. discussing the general management of these canals the 
Committee reported that since 1855 the supervision of the Caleutta Canals has 
been directly under the Commissioner of the Nuddca or Presidency Division, 
and they did not consider that this worked well. There was not, however, 
aconcensus of opinion as to what change should be made, two of the Committee
